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REMARKS 



Favorable rcconsidcraiiou of tbi$ application is respectfully requested in view of the 
tbllowing remarks. Clnioi^ 1-30 ore pending in ihq present application of which claims U 18, 
20-22, 24, and 26-30 are independent Claims 18, 19, 24, 25 and 30 are wididxawn. 
Accordingly, claims 1-17> 20-22 and 26-29 were cTtamined of which claims 1, 18, 20-22, 24, 
26-29 and 30 are indcpcndcnL 

Claims l^l?, 20-23* 26-29 were rejected under 3S U.S.C. §lD3Ca) as being 
niqmtcntable over Wiser (6,385,S96) m view of Parcniy (2002/0064283). 

These rejections are traversed for ilic reasons stated below.

The spectftcation was objected to because the specification allegedly describes non- 



statutory computer readable media. Independent computer readable medium^^have been 
amended lo recite tangible computer readable mcdiutiS so the objection to the specification is 
believed to be overcome.

The test for dctcmiinmg if a claim is tendered obvious by one or mote refeiences for 

purposes of a rcjccdon under 35 U.S*C, § 1 03 is set fonta in KSR International Co. u Teteflex 

Inc. 550 U.S,., 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007): 

^Under §103, the scope and comeot of tbe prior art arc to be determined; dinerenccs 
between fhc prior art and the claimd at issue isrc to be ascertained; and tbe levd of 
ordmaiy skill in the pertineoi art rc£H>lvcd. Against this background the obviousness 
or nonobviousncss of the subject matter is dctemained Such secondary considerations 
as commercial success^ long felt but unsolved needs, &ilurc of others, etc, might be 
utiUreed to give light to the circumstances surrounding the origin of the subject matter 
sought to be patented*^ Quodng Graham v. John Deetc Co. ^Kansas Cify^ 383 US. 
1 (\966). 

As set forth in MPEP 2143*03, to aseertain the differences between the prior art and 
llic claims at issue, claim limitations must be considered** because "all words in a claim 
must be considered in judging the patentability of that claim against the prior an.** In re 
WUsouy 424 F,2d 1382, 1385. According to the Examination Guidelines for Petennining 
Obviousness Under 35 US.C. 103 in view of KSH Internationut Co, v. Telejlexlnc, Fedemi 
Register, Vol* 72, No* 195, 57526, 57529 (October 10, 2007), once the Graham fectual 
inquiries arc resolved, there must be a determination of whether the claimed invention would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art based on any one of die following proper 
rationales: 

(A) Combining prior art elements according to known methods to yield predictable 
results: (B) Simple substitution of one known element for another to obtain 
predictable results; (C) Use of known technique to improve similar devices (methods, 
or products) in the same way; (D) Applying a known technique to a known device 
(mediod, or product) ready for improvement to yield predictable result^ (E) 
' 'Obvious to txy** — choosing fiom a finite number of identincd, predictable solutions, 
with a reasonable expectation of success; (F) Known work in one field of endeavor 
may prompt variations of it for use in cither the same field or a different one based on 
design incentives or other market forces if the variations would have been predictable 
to one of ordinary skill in the an; (C) Some teaching, suggestion, or motivation in the 
prior an that would have led one of ordinary skill to modi^ the prior art reference or 
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ID combine prior art reference laichingf; to arrive at the claimed invention- KSR 
International Co. v. Teleflexlnc, 550 U.S-_, 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007), 

Furthermore, as $ct forth in KSR International Co. v« Tclcflexlncj quoting 1mm In re 
Kahn, 441 F.3d 977^ 98S (CA fed. 2006), **[|t]cjectton5 on obviou$nes$ grounds camiot be 
sustained by mere conclusory sUitements; instead, dicrc must be some arttculaicd reasonings 
with some mtional undeipimiiDg to support the legal conclusioa of obviousness.^ 

Therefore, if the above-identified criteria and mtionalcs aie not met, then the cited 
refcrcnccCs) fails to render obvious the claimed invention and, thus, the claimed invention is 
distinguisbablB over the cited rcfcrencc(s). 

Claims 1-1 7, 20-23, 26-29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wiser (6^85,596) in view of Parcnty (2002/0064283). 

Cairn 1 recites, 

receiving Jrom a device via an insecure communications channel at 
least one shared secret in encoded fonn that functions as an identifier of the 
device; 

receiving the shared secret in plaintext fbnn via a secure 
communications channels

Wiser in view of Parcnty lails to teach or suggest receiving a shared secret via an 
insecure chancel. The rejection alleges this feature is disclosed by A^er, because Wiser 
discloses a client transmits a credit card number using SSL v3. However^ SSL is a secure 
channel and not an insecure channel. See Applicants' background^ fourth paragmph. See 
also paingmphs 33 and 36 of Parcnty. 

Wiser in view of Parcnty Xails to teach or suggest receiving a shared secret twice, but 
in two forms.4 Le.^ an encoded fonn and a plaintext form. According to the rejection, the 
shared secret is received once in encrypted form by the media licensing center in Wiser, 
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However, neither Wiser nor Parcoty singjy or in combination teach or suggest a media 

Hcem^mg center receiving the credit c£ird information tvirice, but in two different foims. 

Furthermore, there would be no need forthe media licensing center in Wiser to receive the 

credit card inTorouition twice, because once it is received, the transaction can be completed 

Independent claim 20 recites, 

after recdytngL the confirmation of succesafaLencryptcd cQntcnt 
download irom Hie content server, prompting the user lo accept terms of 
download and dcctypdon of the encrypted content 

In column 1 9» lines 1-43, Wiser discloses the delivery system only downloads the 
content after the uscr*8 voucher ID is verified* Wiser in view of Farcnty Ms to teach or 
suggest downloading conumt to the user device first, and then prompting the user to accept 
tenns. Listead, in Wiser, the terms arc pre**acceptcd by the user when the user registers prior 
to downloading the content Parenty fails to cure the deficiencies of Wiser, 

Indqsendent claim 21 recites, "wherein the deciyptian key is encrypted using the 
shared secret** The rgccdon alleges the credit card information of Wiser is the shared secret, 
, However, Wiser in view of Parenty £uls to teach or suggest a dccrypdon key is encrypted 
with credit card infonnation* 

Independent chiim 22 recites features similar lo claim 1 described above. 
Accordingly^ Wiser in view of Parenty fails to teach or suggest all the features of claim 22. 

Independent ebim 26 recites features similar to claim 20 described above. 
Accordingly, Wiser in view of Parenty fails to teach or suggest ail the features of claim 26, 

Independent claim 27 recites, 

receiving a coaccalcd identifier &om a device wherein the concealed 
identifier identifies the device; • . . 
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leceivjng the ideniiBar in on uneoncealed foim over a secure cbanncl; 
cDciyptinB the key u$nis Ihc identifier. 

Wiser in view of Parcniy to teach or suggest receiving an identifier twice, 
once in a conccoJcd form and once in m unconcealed fomu Also, Wiser in view of Parenty 
£ul$ to teach or sogscst cnciypting the key using die ideotifien As described above, the 
rejeetion interprets the credit card mfortoadon of Wiser as the claimed ideotifien There is no 
disclosure in Wiser in view of Parenty of encrypting a key using credit card informatiotu 

Independent claims 28 and 29 recite features similar to the features of claim 27 
described above. Accordingly^ Wiser in view of Parcniy fiiils to teach or suggest all the 
features of claims 28 and 29. 

For at least these reasons, claims 1-17, 20-23, 26-39 arc believed lo be allowable.
